
Council u-turn on toilets 


■ SIX-MONTH TRIAL FOR NEW CONTRACTOR 


LYME Regis Town Council has made a u-turn 
on its decision to employ local people to clean 
its public toilets - last summer labelled among 
the dirtiest in the country - and has instead 
agreed to a six-month contract with a profes¬ 
sional company. 

Councillors decided to employ Glen Cleaning Services 
after they gave the council a quote of £9,246 for a year. 
Deputy town clerk Simon Ratcliff described this as a 
“very competitive figure” in comparison to the £11,180 
charged by the council’s previous cleaners UCL, and the 
cost of employing their own staff, estimated at £25,718. 

Glen Cleaning Services was appointed to clean West 
Dorset District Council’s toilets in Lyme Regis, and re¬ 
cruited the Lyme-based staff from UCL.

UCL then gave the town council notice, saying they 
would not be able to clean their Marine Parade and An- 
ning Road Playing Field toilets as of April 18th. 

The town council agreed to advertise for three local 
part-time cleaners and received four applications. 

However, Mr Ratcliff said: “Whilst they may all be ap- 
pointable there is clearly a chance that we might have to 
re-advertise. 

Delay 

“Even if we could appoint to all three posts, there would 
be a delay before they could start and we cannot afford 
not to have the toilets cleaned over Easter and May Day 
Bank Holiday weekends, especially as this is still in the 
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school holidays and the Fossil Festival is on.” 

Councillors discussed a contract with Glen Cleaning 
Services at last week’s Strategy and Policy Committee 
meeting. 

Councillor David Cozens MBE asked if they were get¬ 
ting rid of the idea of employing local people, to which 
committee chairman Councillor Owen Lovell replied: 
“Not completely”. 

Councillor Daryl Turner expressed concern that they 
would not have as much control over a professional com¬ 
pany as they would over their own employees, which was 
one of the reasons they had previously decided to adver¬ 
tise for their own cleaners. 

“If we need them to be open at 10 o’clock on carnival 
night, would they be willing to do it?” he asked. 

Councillor Barbara Austin asked where the cleaners 
would have to travel from if there was an emergency. 

“If they were local they would be on the spot,” she 
added. 

Mr Ratcliff said the cleaners would only have to come 
from as far as Bridport or West Bay, as this was as far as 
their cleaning route went. He added that if the emergency 
was a blockage, they used separate companies to deal 
with this. 

Councillor Lorna Jenkin complained of former cleaners 
UCL’s “10 minute rule”. 

She said: “No matter what state the toilets were in they 
could only spend 10 minutes in there.” 

Mr Ratcliff said he could make sure that the new con¬ 
tractor’s service was better than that. 

In a report he handed out to all councillors, Mr Ratcliff 
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SUE Harvey is busy preparing for another hectic 
holiday season in Charmouth where she runs the 
Charmouth Fish Bar and now Love Chocolate. 

After a career in children's publishing she 
opened a deli in Honiton eight years ago as she 
looked for a new direction in life. 

After four years she, along with her husband 
Martin, began looking for a more seasonal busi¬ 
ness. 

They have now run the Charmouth Fish Bar for 
four years and in December they opened the Love 
Chocolate shop, after Martin trained as a choco¬ 
late maker. This will be their first holiday season 
running both the businesses together. 

After a busy summer season Sue and Martin like 
nothing more than spending the winter with their 
family and travelling the world. 


■ WHAT first attracted you to Charmouth? 

To be truthful the opportunity to run a business that was 
seasonal, so we could really go for it in the summer and 
have a bit more time to ourselves in the winter. Having 
said that we do open part time in the winter but we do get 
more family time than we do in the summer. Before it was 
52 weeks of the year, now at least we get some leisure 
time in the winter, and it’s a lovely place to live, it’s very 
beautiful; it’s picturesque. 

■ DO you prefer the summer or the winter in Char¬ 
mouth then? 

The winter, that’s a silly question. It is such hard work in 
the summer, we are a very busy fish and chip shop and 
restaurant and now with the chocolate shop this summer 
as well it’s going to be even busier. We don’t get any per¬ 
sonal life at all so we welcome the winter. 

■ WHEN did you develop your passion for choco¬ 
late? 

My husband has been a chocoholic for ages and we both 
got interested in good chocolate when we had the deli. I 
started understanding about good chocolate, how choco¬ 
late originated and how it developed in the UK. It’s some¬ 
thing in the UK, like good coffee, that there is an interest 
in and so he went away to college to train to make choco¬ 
late and it’s sort of stayed a passion and an interest ever 
since. 

■ IS chocolate making an artform then? 

Oh yeah definitely, without a doubt. It’s a complicated 
process but also the quality of the raw materials is so im¬ 
portant. My husband is very much a perfectionist and 
would only use the best Belgian chocolate and the best 



raw materials. That is the secret to good chocolate. 

■ DO you have anything special happening for 
Easter? 

Yes, what we are doing is creating totally unique Easter 
eggs. The customer can choose their shell, whether it’s 
milk, plain or dark chocolate. Do they want it filled with 
truffles, fudge, Turkish delight, kiddies sweets? Do they 
want a different flavour top to the bottom? They choose 
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what they want, they choose what they want to spend and 
we will finish it all attractively for them. 

■ DO you still love chocolate now you are sur¬ 
rounded by it? 

I managed to lose weight before we bought the chocolate 
shop but now I’ve put it all back on again. Everything has 
been tested. 


■ WILL people be able to taste the difference with 
your chocolate? 

Absolutely, we challenge them to come in and taste a truf¬ 
fle and see what quality chocolate is all about. We have 
already converted people within the village, even 
teenagers who have never tasted chocolate truffles before 
are coming in with their pocket money and having just a 
few chocolate truffles every week and they are sort of 
moving their way through the counter and discovering 
different ones, it’s lovely. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

The last film I watched was Chocolat, the last book I read 
was Chris Evans’ life story which was absolutely brilliant 
and really interesting. The last CD was one I downloaded 
for the chocolate shop which was John Barry’s themes 
from the movies, 


■ YOU worked in children's literature in the past, 
are you now the Willy Wonka of Charmouth? 

Everybody comes in and says because of the way we have 
put the chocolate shop together it is very much like the 
film Chocolat. People ask if Johnny Depp is behind the 
curtain. So perhaps we are a bit more like Chocolat than 
Willy Wonka.

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Council rejects downgrading 
of town's polluted back beach 


COUNCILLORS have spoken out against the proposal 
to de-classify Church Beach in Lyme Regis as a bathing 
beach, so it is not subject to future pollution checks. 

At last week’s Strategy and Policy Committee, coun¬ 
cillors said that “masking” the problem was not the so¬ 
lution. 

The proposal to de-designate Church Beach came after 
it was reported that it was unlikely the beach would ever 
pass pollution checks, and the idea was recommended by 
environment protection officers from the district council 
at a special meeting. 

The proposal was put to the council by Tourism and 
Advertising Sub-committee chairman, Councillor David

Cozens, who said the beach was not well used. 

At last week’s meeting, Councillor Daryl Turner said: 
“My opinion is that we should not de-classify it. It has 
always been a bathing beach, even since I was a boy. Lo¬ 
cals do use it.

“I would rather have it monitored, perhaps so that peo¬ 
ple can choose whether to bath there or not. 

“If we are not displaying the fact that it is dirty we will 
be in trouble. You cannot mask it. You must go forward

wrote: “In addition to regular concerns over the state of 
all the public toilets in Lyme Regis, we were most con¬ 
cerned last year with the lack of supervision, manage¬ 
ment support and cover arrangements provided by UCL. 
I have, in my discussions with Glen Cleaning, stressed 
how vital the provision of good quality, clean toilets is to 
the town’s reputation as a visitor destination. 

“This is also clearly something that Glen appreciate, as 
their quality assurance and cover arrangements demon¬ 
strate, I also know that they have budgeted for additional 
cleaners to be available during the summer peak season 
if necessary.” 

Councillor Stan Williams asked whether they could 
guarantee that the new contractors would offer a better 
service. 
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“We need to know what we’re getting into,” he added. 

Councillor Ken Meech joked: “There are only two guar¬ 
antees in life - one of them is death and the other is 
taxes!” 

He added that the “public purse has to be considered” 
and that the service could be varied if it wasn’t good 
enough. 

Councillor Peter Williams said: “Until we try them we 
won’t know how good they are. They will soon find out 
how much pressure is put on those toilets.” 

Councillor Lovell suggested that a structure needed to 
be put in place to check the standards of cleaning. 

“We can’t check them all the time but at least that way 
we can say they were checked a few days ago.” 

He also suggested that the contract be extended to Oc¬ 
tober, to give the council more time to review the service 
after the summer season. 

It was unanimously agreed to recommend to the full 
council Glen Cleaning Services be employed on a six- 
month contract to cleaning the Marine Parade and An- 
ning Road playing fields toilet. That decision will be put 
to a special meeting of the full council on April 20th.

and find a solution. What if a kid picks up one of those 
nasty diseases? That will not look good if we have just 
tried to mask it.” 

Councillor Lucy Campbell said she was also not in 
favour of downgrading the beach. 

“You’re not dealing with the problem, you’re masking 
it from the public,” she added. 

Councillor Ken Meech said: “You cannot mask it and 
you should not mask it. It is definitely a bathing beach. I 
took my kids there in the 60s and 70s.” 

Councillor Lorna Jenkin pointed out that agricultural 
run-off and dirty water from people washing their cars 
went straight into the river and would always create a pol¬ 
lution problem. 

“This will never go away,” she added. 

Councillor Stan Williams said he believed that some 
sewage pipes were still not properly linked to the town’s 
sewage system. 

The town clerk, Mike Lewis, said that Southern Water 
had assured the council that they were dealing with this 
and would continue to deal with it. 

The council decided to put the decision of whether to 
de-classify the beach or not off for six months, while they 
waited for more assessments to be carried out by South¬ 
ern Water and the Environment Agency. 

Councillor Jenkin voted against the decision, and said 
she believed the beach should be de-classified.

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The great West Dorset beach clean 


AN army of volunteers are needed to join Dorset County 
Council’s ranger service for the Great Dorset Beach 
Clean 2011 taking place this weekend. 

This year’s event, organised as ever by the county coun¬ 
cil’s Coastal Ranger Team, has already secured the sup¬ 
port of the local Maritime Volunteer Service (MVS) to 
do their bit for Dorset’s beaches. 

The group is hoping to be joined by hundreds of volun¬ 
teers of all ages in making a clean sweep of 25 partici¬ 
pating beaches between Christchurch and Lyme Regis. 

Last year, nearly 800 volunteers, including more than 
100 children, collected 820 bags full of rubbish as well 
as many larger items from Dorset’s beaches. 

Jenny Penney, Dorset County Council coastal ranger, 
added: “Marine litter is a globally recognised issue, pos¬ 
ing a growing threat to our environment and wildlife. 

“Plastic makes up the majority of rubbish on our 
beaches and in the sea itself. Plastic bottles in particular 
are carried away by waves to form floating rubbish is¬ 
lands in our oceans. Barnacles often stick to rubbish in¬ 
stead of rocks, while birds, fish and sea mammals can get 
caught in other pieces of plastic. 

“Everyone is welcome to come and help to reduce the 
harm being done and make their local beach a more 
pleasant place to visit. Every little effort is worthwhile 
and it can all be done within a couple of hours.”

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'Vibrant future' 
for the theatre 


TRUSTEES are establish¬ 
ing a “new and vibrant” fu¬ 
ture for the Marine Theatre 
in Lyme Regis, according 
to chairman John 
Bartholomew. 

Replying to claims that 
the theatre had made a 
trading loss of £26,000 be¬ 
tween December and 
March, Mr Bartholomew 
has given an assurance that 
the theatre is “firmly on 
course” to fulfill the prom¬ 
ises made to Lyme Regis 
Town Council when the 
authority sanctioned fund¬ 
ing of £30,000 to prevent 
the theatre from closing 
down. 

In a statement to the View 
from Lyme Regis, Mr 
Bartholomew said: “A re¬ 
view of our commitments, 
including staffing, has led 
to significant reductions 
and our financial position 
is currently robust, helped 
by better than average box 
office at recent events. In 
collaboration with the con¬ 
sultancy provided by West 
Dorset we shah be estab¬ 
lishing a new and vibrant 
future for the theatre with 
a new business plan by the 
end of this month.” 

The claim that further 
losses had been incurred at 
the theatre was made at 
last week’s meeting of the 
town council’s Strategy 
and Policy Committee by 
Councillor Daryl Turner. 

Trading loss 

Commenting on an in¬ 
terim progress report from 
Lyme Arts Community 
Tmst, who own the theatre, 
Mr Turner noted that after 
the payment of ah due bills 
to the end of March, the 
theatre had a surplus of 
around £4,000. 

He interpreted this as a 
trading loss of £26,000 
after taking into consid¬ 
eration the grant of 
£30,000 from the town 
council. 

Committee chairman 
Owen Lovell thought the 
trust had managed their 
budget to the end of March 
and reminded councillors 
that the trust would be pre¬ 
senting a new business 
plan to the council by the 
end of April. 

Councillor Peter 

Williams pointed out that 
the theatre had not reduced 
their salary and adminis¬ 
tration costs in line with 
the budget for the period 
December to January. 

Referring to the alleged 
£26,000 loss assessed by 
Councillor Turner, Coun¬ 
cillor Stan Williams de¬ 
scribed the losses as 
“beyond belief’. 

He also pointed out that 
the theatre trust had re¬ 
ceived the first of four pay-

ments of £8,000 in grant 
for the current financial 
year. 

He asked how long the 
losses were going to go on 
and he wondered how long 
it would be before the the¬ 
atre would be coming back 
to the council for more 
money. 

Councillor Lovell said 
the theatre would have to 


work within the funds 
available to them in the fu¬ 
ture. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis 
said the council would 
have to decide what sup¬ 
port to give the theatre 
after the business plan had 
been received. 

Councillor Stan 

Williams said it looked 
like the theatre could be 
broke again in three 
months. 

Councillor Lovell re¬ 
minded councillors that 
had they not given the tmst 


£30,000 to see them 
through to March the the¬ 
atre would have closed and 
he did not think the town 
wanted that to happen. 

Councillor Ken Meech 
said even Andrew Lloyd- 
Webber’s theatres made a 
loss in London let alone in 
Lyme Regis. 

The Marine needed to 
“get it back” to working 


within the £32,000 annual 
grant made by the council. 

Councillor Stan Williams 
pointed out that the cost of 
running the council in the 
coming year was over £1 
million, adding: “Is it 
worth them (the trustees) 
going on and on?” 

Very high wages 
He thought the cost of 
salaries at the theatre were 
“still very high”. 

Councillor Sally Holman 
thought the tmst has oper¬ 
ated within their budget for 
December to March and

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The Hub building work 
a priority for council 


COUNCILLORS have 
said they would like to see 
building work at The Hub 
completed before money 
is spent on employing staff 
for the new youth club. 

Lyme Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil agreed to give the youth 
club an initial sum of 
£50,000 and then an an¬ 
nual donation of £10,000. 
The funding was discussed 
again at last week’s Strat¬ 
egy and Policy Committee 
meeting, after owners of 
the club, Lyme Regis De¬ 
velopment Trust, asked 
what the requirements for 
release of the proposed 
funding were. 

Councillors were told 
that LRDT wanted to em¬ 
ploy a project manager 
and youth worker, al¬ 
though “vital” work was 
still needed to repair the 
building’s roof and heat¬ 
ing. 

Councillor Stan 

Williams said: “There is 
no point putting pro¬ 
grammes in place for a 
building that cannot be 
used.” 

Councillor Lucy Camp¬ 
bell argued that the em¬ 
ployees could be getting 
on with “strategic work” 


before the youth club 
opened. 

Councillor Lorna Jenkin 
added that the building 
would be used for activi¬ 
ties in the summer, when 
the heating was not 
needed. 

“They still need this rev¬ 
enue now. I think we must 
not delay the revenue 
funding, we should let 
them have it,” she added. 

However, many council¬ 
lors argued that the roof 
repairs were more impor¬ 
tant and that they wanted 
to see financial plans in 
place for The Hub. 

Councillor Williams said 
he wanted to see the same 
financial details that the 
council receive from the 
Marine Theatre. 

“We are a public body. 
We have to make sure we 
have these things in 
place,” he added. 

Councillors were also 
told that Church Street 
would have to be closed to 
make repairs to the roof. 

The town clerk, Mike 
Lewis, said that extra 
money would be needed 
for the road closure. 

He added: “The county 
are quite restrictive of

when you can have the 
road closed. We usually 
have to wait until autumn 
and we hope that they will 
not have to wait that long.” 

Councillor Williams said 
there was only one gap be¬ 
tween now and summer 
when the road could be 
closed, the second and 
third weeks of May. 

“We have got to get our 


act together this side of the 
summer, otherwise we are 
wasting our time. It’s no 
good having another meet¬ 
ing and then taking it to 
full council.” 

Councillors agreed to 
hold a special full council 
meeting tonight (Wednes¬ 
day) to discuss further how 
LRDT planned to use the 
funding.

Lyme treated 'unfairly'in library cuts 


LYME Regis councillors were angered by suggestions 
from Dorset County Council, offering a full library serv¬ 
ice that would have to be paid for by the town. 

At last week's Strategy and Policy Committee meet¬ 
ing, councillors said it was unfair that Lyme Regis was 
being treated differently to Dorchester in regards to li¬ 
brary service cuts. 

The criticism came after the county council sent ques¬ 
tionnaires to town councils throughout Dorset, asking 
the following two questions: 

♦ Is your community interested in taking over the 
running of the building and responsibility for running 
costs with the opportunity of using the library for wider 
community use? 

♦ Would you be interested in funding a fully man¬ 
aged service provided by the county council subject to 
charges being payable by your council? 


Councillor Stan Williams said: "I think that is quite 
dreadful. Are they asking us to be treated differently to 
Dorchester? Why are we being told we should be man¬ 
aging it? We should all be treated the same." 

Councillor Lucy Campbell agreed with Councillor 
Williams'objections. 

"We should answer no and no,"she added. 

Councillor Sally Holman said that they did have to be 
"innovative" and look for new solutions to prevent 
Lyme Regis Library from being closed, but agreed that 
the council should reply no to both questions. 

Councillor Daryl Turner said: "Cuts are going to have 
to be made. You could also look at this as an opportu¬ 
nity. Do you want it to be cut or do you want to do 
something about it?" 

Councillor Lorna Jenkin, who has been attending 
meetings and campaigning to save the library, raised a 


suggestion made by county councillor Colonel Geof¬ 
frey Brierley, that opening hours and funds for new 
books should be cut across all of Dorset's libraries. This 
would save the £8,000 the county council need, mean¬ 
ing no libraries would have to close. 

She added: "Even if this was only done for a year, it 
would a create a breathing space for looking at the 
whole situation." 

Councillors questioned why this option had not been 
included in the questionnaire, and criticised the fact 
that the deadline date for returned questionnaires was 
after the county council's scheduled meeting in June, 
when they will make the final decision on library cuts. 

They decided to answer no to both questions and to 
include Colonel Brierley"s suggestion in their reply, 
which they would ensure was sent before the June 
meeting.

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Artists argue'we're not selling from beach huts'

LOCAL artists were an¬ 
gered after being accused 
of selling paintings from 
their rented beach huts by 
Lyme Regis Town Council. 

Last week, the View From 
Lyme Regis reported on an

Mr Clayton said: "We 
never had any intention of 
selling them. We've been 
here all through the win¬ 
ter, most of the time when 
no one else is here be¬ 
cause the light is better in 
the early morning or in 


the evening. 

"Why don't they have 
the decency to come and 
talk to us first, rather than 
putting it in the public do¬ 
main? Someone in a pub¬ 
lic position should know 
how to behave better."

Sometimes u-turns are unavoidable 


Lyme Matters

C ouncillors 

don’t like the ex¬ 
pression “u- 
turn”. It smacks of 
their first decision 
being the wrong one. 

There are occasions 
when u-turns are in¬ 
evitable and I suspect 
this was the case when 
Lyme’s elected repre¬ 
sentatives did an about- 
turn last week on one 
of the most controver¬ 
sial issues in the town. 

We’re talking about 
dirty, stinking toilets 
here, a blemish on the 
Pearl of Dorset that 
both town and district 
councils have failed to 


deal with. The least res¬ 
idents and visitors to 
the town should expect 
is clean public lavato¬ 
ries. Keeping them 
clean is not rocket sci¬ 
ence. It’s a question of 
organisation, resource 
and commitment. 

Town and district 
councils have failed on 
at least two counts (or¬ 
ganisation and commit¬ 
ment) but there was 
every expectation this 
summer that things 
would change. 

The town council shot 
themselves in the foot 
last year when, as part 
of the deal over the fu¬ 


ture management of the 
Marine Parade, they 
took over responsibility 
for the toilets next to the 
Amusement Arcade 
after being strongly crit¬ 
ical of the district coun¬ 
cil’s failure to maintain 
the town’s public toilets 
to an acceptable level. 

It transpired that the 


town council’s efforts 
were not much better, 
prompting visitors to 
write to this newspaper 
and others condemning 
the filthy state of the 
town’s toilets. One even 
described the loos at the 
bottom of Broad Street, 
maintained by the dis¬ 
trict council, as the 


“worst in the country”. 

Enough was enough. 
Town councillors knew 
they had to get on top of 
the problem for the sake 
of the town’s reputation 
as one of the most pic¬ 
turesque resorts on the 
south coast. 

Both district and town 


toilets were cleaned on a 
contract basis by a firm 
of cleaners whose opera¬ 
tives spent very little 
time on their visits to 
each location. During 
peak periods, such as 
Lifeboat and Regatta 
and Carnival weeks, the 
sheer volume of people 
using the public facili¬ 
ties overwhelmed them. 
On one occasion raw 
sewage was running out 
of the toilets down at the 
Cobb. 

Our local councillors 
quickly came to the con¬ 
clusion that there was 
only one answer. Ap¬ 
point local people who 
would have pride in 
their work to look after 
the loos. In the end it 
was decided to split the 
duties between three 
part-timers so there was 
always cover and be¬ 
cause their duties could 
include looking after the 
toilets at the Anning 
Road playing field and 
caretaking at the regen¬ 
erated Marine Parade 
shelters. 

Advertisements were 
duly placed. Only four 
people applied, three of 
whom lived out of town. 


And here’s where cir¬ 
cumstances forced the 
town council into a u- 
turn. Whilst this 
process was going on 
the company employed 
to clean the toilets de¬ 
cided to end the con¬ 
tract. 

It was impossible, by 
all accounts to inter¬ 
view the candidates 
and make the appoint¬ 
ments before the con¬ 
tract concluded with 
the end result that the 
council had no cover 
for the fast approach¬ 
ing Easter holidays 
and fossil festival. 

That’s why they were 
forced into the u-turn 
by appointing another 
contractor to do the job 
at a much reduced cost 
of around £9,000. The 
three part-timers 
would have cost the 
council £25,000. 

Where the council 
went wrong in my view 
was to split the duties 
between three part- 
timers. One full-timer 
on a living wage and 
one part-timer to pro¬ 
vide weekend/holiday 
cover, etc, would have 
attracted more poten¬ 


tial candidates. 

The new plan to re¬ 
vert to employing con¬ 
tractors was first 
discussed by a council 
committee behind 
closed doors. 

I spoke to several 
councillors after last 
week’s meeting and 
they all preferred the 
original plan of em¬ 
ploying their own, lo¬ 
cally-based cleaners. 
But none of them voted 
against the trial ap¬ 
pointment of the new 
company, ie the u-turn, 
because they realised 
they had no choice. 

U-turns, as I said, are 
not popular in the 
council chamber. But 
sometimes necessary. 

It is to be hoped that 
this particular u-turn 
does not land the new 
council in even more 
difficulties as the sea¬ 
son progresses. 

My view, and I think 
that of most council¬ 
lors as well, is that hav¬ 
ing local control is the 
best way forward, pro¬ 
viding suitable employ¬ 
ees who will have pride 
in the work can be ap¬ 
pointed.

weekend with so many people on the main 
beach. 

The increase in numbers of beach huts, 
and the fact that you can now hire or oc¬ 
cupy them 12 months a year, has been a 
huge success for the town council. 

The council have agreed to provide two 
director-type deckchairs for each of their 
huts and will be insisting during the sum¬ 
mer that the beach hut occupants do not 
take up too much room on the Cart Road. 
Apparently it's going to be down to the 


council's enforcement officer to police the 
situation. Good luck with that one. 

One or two cyclists used the Cart Road 
and it occurred to me how dangerous it 
was, weaving in and out of those taking a 
stroll and those enjoying the sun sat out¬ 
side their hut with kids running around. 

We tucked ourselves in as tight to the 
beach hut as possible but there were a 
number of near misses as the bikers navi¬ 
gated their passage. 

It's certainly going to be difficult for the 
council to establish an official cycle path 
along the Cart Road, as is their intention.

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Cast rise to the challenge of'Habeas Corpus' 


Lyme Regis Dramatic Society 
THEATRE REVIEW 
by Keith Jen kin 



T HE script of "Habeas 
Corpus", emanating 
as it does from the 
very able pen of Alan 
Bennett, can be described 
as "risque but hilarious". 

It is also a work that de¬ 
mands a great deal from 
its performers if it is to 
succeed. The participat¬ 
ing members of the Lyme 
Regis Dramatic Society 
were collectively very 
much up to the task, and 
a most amusing evening's 
entertainment was the 
result. 

Performed at the Ma¬ 
rine Theatre, but set in a 
doctor's surgery in Hove 
in the 1960s, this play, 
with its myriad of exits 
and entrances, a few solil¬ 
oquies and a fair bit of 


commentary in the con¬ 
tent, is a tale of sexual 
confusion, commenting 
lightly on how the middle 
classes could well have 
dealt with the permissive 
society, had they seri¬ 
ously recognised it! 

Chris Knight played the 
male lead, Dr Arthur Wick- 
steed, with great aplomb, 
movement and clarity, 
amply demonstrating the 
frustrations of a 63-year- 
old, whose marriage has 
descended from the 
physical plane. He also 
showed a useful tech¬ 
nique with the rubber 
glove and dealt very 
amusingly with the temp¬ 
tations that his profession 
brought to a person in his 
situation. 


He was certainly well 
matched in every way by 
Hazel Cawte in the role of 
his frustrated wife who 
was just beginning to 
consider looking else¬ 
where for comfort, and 
taking refuge in such pas¬ 
times as cake decoration. 

In a plot where sexual 
frustration was the norm, 
a major carrier of the ail¬ 
ment was the Wicksteed's 
niece, Constance. This 33- 
year-old tweedy spinster 
was admirably played by 


Diana Dixon, with a walk 
that was reminiscent of 
the late Joyce Grenfell. 
She, dissatisfied with her 
feminine form, had 
sought the remedy of a 
foundation garment via 
mail order, and it was 
from this action that most 
of the subsequent confu¬ 
sion arose, aided and 
abetted by Andy Penman 
who took the part of Mr 
Shanks. 

Many would have been 
considered this to be a 
plum role. In any event he 
seemed too committed 
to both his product and 
occupation as a travelling 
fitter of ladies corsetry; 
and she eventually 
seemed satisfied with 
both the man and his 
wares. 

Dennis, pimply off¬ 
spring of the Wicksteeds, 
seemed to have more 
hang-ups than an infants 
school cloakroom. Marc 
Colson took the part and 
convincingly portrayed 
the adolescent who, 
apart from displaying the 


general frustration, added 
more than a touch of 
hypochondria. 

His savour came in the 
form of Felicity (Jane 
Caddy), a delectable 
young lady of good 
breeding, who had pro¬ 
ceeded a little way down 
the road from which 
there was no turning 
back, and who was, in 
turn, looking for anyone 


who could legalise her 
coming position. 

Add to these Canon 
Throbbing (Jim Pettifer), 
who lusted after Con¬ 
stance in a most ecclesias¬ 
tical manner, Sir Percy 
Shorter (Dave Ballinger), 
head of the BMA and a 
very able man with a hy¬ 
podermic syringe, and 
Lady Rumpers (Cherine 
Hill), mother of Felicity 


and an empire builder 
carrying a dark secret; 
and you have a concoc¬ 
tion that exudes confu¬ 
sion, farce and fun in 
profusion, and it did just 
that. 

All these were overseen 
to very good effect by the 
formidable home help, 
narrator and busybody 
Mrs Swabb, with Ann 
King giving all her abili¬ 
ties to the role. 

There was Phil Street 
too. Cast in what was a 
fairly minor role, he nev¬ 
ertheless hung about to 
very considerable effect 
as Purdue the manic de¬ 
pressive and, after quite a 
spectacular entrance, 
made his exit rather more 
hurriedly, presumably 
feeling less than costive. 

There was but one set, 
the doctor's surgery, and 
that simply constructed, 
leaving much to the 
imagination. The produc¬ 
tion did not need more to 
my mind. 

It is often said that "You 
can't really miss if you 
have the right material" 
but the adage does not 
apply in this case. Of 
course the material, sup¬ 
plied by Bennett was ex¬ 
cellent, but the 
production could have 


fallen flat on its face if it 
had not been for the col¬ 
lective abilities and appli¬ 
cation of the cast. 

Rehearsals must have 
been riotous and director 
Nigel Broome, whose first 
attempt at directing it 
was, would have been 
completely satisfied with 
the finished product. I 
cannot remember laugh¬ 
ing as much during an 
evening at the theatre for 
many moons.

Spring clean your greenhouse! 


Sherborne Turf 


General Maintenance Tips 

• Put canes around plants that need support; such as cordon tomatoes 
and melons, and tie in emerging shoots. 

• Prick out, pot on and pinch out plants as needed. Summer pruning and 
fruit thinning may be required with some plants, such as grape vines. 

• Water regularly, making sure that the composts and soils don't dry out. 

• Weed around plants and in the beds. 

• Make sure that plants are fed as required. 

• Put up shade nets in early summer to protect plants from scorching by 
direct overhead sunlight. Shading washes can also be sprayed onto the 
outside of the greenhouse and washed off in autumn. 

• Avoid watering plants in the middle of the day during summer as this 
can scorch the leaves. 

• Some plants prefer high humidity, so splash the floor with water (called 
'damping down') each day in the summer or use a hand-held mist sprayer. 

• Look out for pests and diseases and treat appropriately. Common pests 
in warm, humid conditions include aphids, red spider mite and mealy 
bug. Diseases include mildew and botrytis. 

Humidity control 

• Cold water straight from the tap can shock plant roots in summer. 
Therefore keep a watering can full of water inside the greenhouse during 
summer to ensure you have a supply of warmer water. 

• Another way of raising humidity is to place a tray of water on the floor 
which will slowly evaporate into the air. 

• To lower humidity, keep vents and windows open in the summer. This 
will help to keep plants cool and prevent scorching in the heat of the 
day. 

• You may want to invest in automatic vents which open and close ac¬ 
cording to the temperature. Extractor fans are also useful. 

Exterior 

• Clean the exterior of the greenhouse by washing the panes of glass 
with warm water and a sponge. 

• Higher parts of the greenhouse can be reached by attaching a sponge 
to the end of a broom handle or a bamboo cane. 

• Old plastic labels or a gentle jet wash attachment on the end of a hose 
are ideal for getting in under the window panel joints to remove the build 
up of dirt underneath. 


• Clean on a moderately windy day and let the breezes dry out the green¬ 
house as it's washed. 

• Once the panes of glass are dry, insulate the greenhouse with bub- 
blewrap to protect any plants you are overwintering, and to encourage 
the greenhouse to heat up more rapidly in the spring. 

• Check the panels for any broken or cracked glass. They should be re¬ 
placed. If you are planning on doing the job yourself, then you should 
wear gloves and goggles. 

• Wooden frames can be painted using a wood preservative, making sure 
that none of the solution touches the plants. 

Interior 

• When starting on the interior of the greenhouse, ensure that the elec¬ 
tricity is turned off and all electrical equipment such as heaters and radios 
are unplugged. 

• Clean the interior by removing all the containers, pots and 
shelving/staging. 

• If some of the plants are slightly tender, then move them into another 
shed or greenhouse. 

• Otherwise, wrap them in fleeces and try not to keep them outside for 
too long. 

• If the temperature is cold outside, then you will just have to work 
around them in the greenhouse. 

• Throw out old used growing bags, remove all the leaves that will have 
fallen from the plants, and sweep the floor to remove any dirt and spilled 
soil. 

• Also, pick off any damaged or infected leaves and bum them. 

• Throw out any dead and dying plants. 

• Weed the plant beds. 

• The paths and brick walls should also be scrubbed with clean water 
and disinfectant. 

• Ste rili se containers, staging, propagation benches and capillary matting 
- although replacing capillary matting each year is better. 

• Also check that all ventilation panels and windows are operating prop¬ 
erly and lighting and watering/irrigation systems are working.

The Monmouth Rebellion 

The Duke of Monmouth 
landed at Lyme Regis on the 
11th June 1685 to challenge 
King James'claim to the throne, 
following the death of Charles 
II. He assembled an army in ex¬ 
cess of 3000 men and marched 
to Sedgemoor in Somerset. 

He was defeated by the 
King's army in less than a 
month. Around 1300 were 
taken prisoner. Five Judges 
came to Dorchester with the in¬ 
famous Judge Jeffreys, whose 
reputation was that of the 
'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685, 312 
cases were heard in the Oak- 
room at the rear of the Ante¬ 
lope Hotel; of these 292 were 
sentenced to death. Only 74 
were executed, with 175 trans¬ 
ported, 9 were fined or 
whipped and 54 were dis¬ 
charged. 



Judge Jeffreys - having his 
eye on promotion - was later 
made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and 
William of Orange landed in 
Torbay, Jeffreys was captures 
and imprisoned in theTower of 
London. He died in 1689 while 
awaiting trial, probably of nat¬ 
ural causes. Rumours at the 
time said he has been poi¬ 
soned while in the Tower and 
that his body had been re¬ 
turned to Dorchester and 
walled up in the Courtroom - 
now the Oakroom. 

This 17th Century Oak pan¬ 
elled room has been carefully 
restored to maintain its charac¬ 
ter and original features. 

Today it is called The Oak¬ 
room and is a delightful tea¬ 
room, with a peaceful, tranquil 
atmosphere, replicating the 
style and service of a Lyons 
Corner House. 

The Oakroom of today 
serves a variety of light meals 
throughout the day, lunches 
and of course, Dorset Clotted 
Cream Teas.

The performance is directed by Tim Laycock, 
who also directed last years'New Hardy production ofThe Distracted Preacher. 

The rehearsed reading of the London Hermit takes place at Dorset County Museum 
on Friday, April 29th at 7.30pm as one of the events linked to the highly successful

Cards don't fall for Magpies 

WOKING 2 DORCHESTER TOWN 1 

Blue Square South, Tuesday - April 5th. Att: 1028 

A FREAK goal condemned Dorchester to defeat at the King- 
field Stadium last week when Doug Bergqvist's clearance hit 
Woking's Kyle Taylor on the knee and looped beyond a startled 
Dan Thomas in the Magpies goal from 15 yards. 

The unlucky strike came only two minutes after Steve Devlin 
had pulled the Magpies level from the penalty spot, after 
Adam Doyle had put the Cards in front four minutes before 
the interval. 

With Dorchester looking for points to stay away clear of rel¬ 
egation, and Woking needing them to keep them in the hunt 
of a play-off spot, it was always going to be a tight game. 

Woking had a good shout for an early penalty when Craig 
Dobson's low corner appeared to hit Kyle Critchell on the 
lower arm before he hacked it away for another corner, but 
the referee ignored the appeals. 

Dorchester's best effort in the first half came after Aswad 
Thomas had pulled down Devlin as he tried to turn him. Gary 
Bowles flicked on the resulting free kick, but his header looped 
just over the crossbar. A poor clearance from Critchell gave 
Andy Burgess a shot on goal but Thomas did well to push 
away his volley from the edge of the box. 

The Cards went ahead on 41 minutes. Taylor chased back to 
cut out a ball just in the Magpies half, but as he ran at the vis¬ 
iting defence he was hacked down by James Coutts who re¬ 
ceived a yellow card. Burgess's free kick found Doyle moving 
in from the right to head unchallenged beyond Thomas into 
the opposite corner. 

The Magpies got back into the game four minutes after the 
break when Reece Connolly robbed Doyle as he tried to shep¬ 
herd the ball behind.The Aldershot loanee played the ball into 
Ryan Moss, but as he went for the return was tripped by Adam 
Ricketts. Devlin made no mistake from the spot driving it low 
into the keeper's left hand corner. 

After Lyle's goal Woking dominated for a few minutes, but 
Dorchester got back in the game and Connolly was unlucky 
as he tried to shrug off two defenders to a bouncing ball and 
put his lob just over the top. 

Moss then had a good chance from 12 yards as the ball re¬ 
bounded to him but volleyed just wide, before Connolly's low 
drive had Andy Little scampering, and Devlin then headed just 
over the angle of the goalframe. 

Just after, Little dropped the ball under pressure from Con¬ 
nolly but Jermyn skied the ball over from 10 yards, before the 
Magpies skipper had a good shout for a penalty turned down 
as he was flattened by Nathan Koranteng just inside the box 
whilst Connolly had one final chance, but his lob over Little 
from a through ball just slipped wide of the post. 

The Cards started the second half poorly, conceding an early 
equaliser, and this seemed to set the tone for a generally list¬ 
less, nervous and unconvincing 45 minutes in which the ball 
spent a good deal of time in the Woking half. 

Subsequently the main points of interest for Woking fans 
came from the continuing officiating comedy of errors as the 
linesman dropped his flag twice and the referee had a running 
argument with Magpies' 'keeper Dan Thomas, who persisted, 
for reasons best known to himself, in trying to pinch a couple 
of inches at each goal-kick. 

The keeper was warmly, if ironically, applauded by Woking 
fans when, eventually, he realised that it might be better to 
start by keeping it within the'D'- but rather spoiled it by

falling over after he'd kicked the ball! 

Briefly, Woking looked as though they might make the game 
safe as they pressed for a third goal. Dobson's cross-cum-shot 
had the keeper scampering to cover his far post and Taylor had 
another couple of well-struck efforts but both were wide. An¬ 
other exciting Dobson run enabled Hammond to play in 
Walker but he was blocked for a corner. 

But the tide soon turned in the visitors' favour as they 
seemed to find in increasingly easy to create openings.'Pinball' 
in the Woking box led to a shot going wide and then a ball 
over Doyle forced Little into a fine save, followed by a bad miss 
as a header was off target. Another bizarre refereeing decision 
almost produced the equaliser as Little was flattened as he 
gathered a long ball, but, fortunately, the ensuing shot was 
over the bar. 

Woking responded with a couple of attacks, Taylor firing 
wide, and Dobson over-running the ball after combining well 
with Hammond from a break out of defence. But the best 
chance, with about five minutes to go, fell to substitute Nathan 
Koranteng, who was unable to finish in a one-on-one with the 
keeper. 

However, in the closing stages it was more a matter of hang¬ 
ing on anxiously as the visitors spurned another great chance. 
A Woking attack broke down. The ball was played swiftly over 
Doyle and into an attacker's path. He put it over Little but wide. 
Cards fans breathed again. 

So, the Cards got the win they needed but they will certainly 
have to play better than they did in the second-half if they are 
to gain that much-coveted play-off place. 

Magpies grind their way towards safety

NEITHER side could afford to lose this match for differing rea¬ 
sons, nor did it look like either side wanted to win it as both 
teams squandered opportunities to take all three points. 

A win for Dorchester Town would have just about ensured 
Blue Square South status for next season providing all the 
sides below them didn't finish with a flourish, whilst Lewes, 
who appeared cut adrift halfway through the campaign but 
have made a spirited effort in recent weeks, needed a win to 
keep the recovery going after taking nineteen points from 
their previous ten matches and give themselves a chance of 
escape. 

On a hard pitch in glorious sunshine, neither side found it 
easy to string too many passes together but both created 
chances and had to thank their goalkeepers for keeping the 
game goalless.

First for Buckler with double at Fontwell 


BOB Buckler achieved a career first at Fontwell on Friday when 
River Indus and Ready Or Not provided the Henley trainer 
with his first double as a trainer on the same card. 

"I've had two horses win on the same day at different 
courses, but this is the first time I've had a double success at 
the same meeting." 

River Indus showed what a consistent horse he is with his 
win in the Horses For Forces London Marathon Handicap 
Chase over 3V2 miles. Jumping superbly he led and disputed 
the lead until four from home when he made a run for home 
and the 10/3 favourite stayed on to beat Abbey Dore by 1% 
lengths with Simon Burrough's Lavenoak Lad, which is stabled 
next door in Richard Barber's yard, in third place a further 27 
lengths adrift. 

"The distance and conditions; good ground; were ideal for 
him, and he jumped brilliantly. It shows what a consistent 
horse he is and what a good job the handicapper has done, 
as he is only 41b below the weight of his last win over two 
years ago in December 2008, since when he has run 15 times 
and only had two bad races, generally finishing in the top 
four." 

It was interesting that he was not ridden by stable jockey 
Nathan Sweeney but by Joshua Moore. Buckler explained:" 
Nathan is very light and has to carry a lot of lead to make the 
weight. 

"The owner doesn't like to much lead under the saddle, and 
so Joshua who is a bigger lad gets to ride him." 

Ready Or Not made the double just over an hour later when 
he won the Hardings Catering Handicap Chase over 2 Vi miles, 
winning by six lengths from fellow 3/1 j/f Psi. 

Tracking the leaders the eight-year-old went second at the 
11th fence before taking command of the race three out to 
win comfortably. 

Buckler said: "This was only his fourth race over fences and 
as he learns, his jumping improves and he ran a super race. 
His first run atTowcester where he was pulled up was because 
the ground was too heavy, but on better ground he has now 
won twice and been second in his other race." 

Power Lord was unable to make it a hat-trick in the last race 
of the day when he trailed home at the back in the Arundel 
Equine Hospital Racing Excellence 'Hands And Heels' Handi¬ 
cap Hurdle. 

Buckler believes he was handicapped too highly after fin¬ 
ishing third in a novices hurdle at Towcester in January, and 
that the handicapper may drop him a few pounds for the 
three poor runs since. 

"It was a disappointing run but essentially he is a slow stayer, 
and they went too fast for him in the good ground. Softer 


ground and an adjustment might be the answer." 

Champagne Rosie, after an encouraging fifth in the 
bumper at Exeter last week, will now be put out to grass for 
the summer. 

"She was one of those that appeared not 100 per cent fol¬ 
lowing the mystery illness in the yard a couple of weeks ago, 
but she ran quite well in a good field with a couple of good 
horses, and will now have the summer off. She needs to 
strengthen up as she is a bit small, but with two fourths and 
a fifth in four races shows she has potential." 

Mister Matt should have made it a hat trick for Buckler on 
Monday when he approached the second last level with 7/5 
favourite Health is Wealth in the Heart Handicap Chase at 
Plumpton. 

Nathan Sweeney had brought the eight-year-old with a 
great run around the final bend to draw level, and in the 
words of former jump jockey now commentator Richard Pit¬ 
man, 'odds-on' to win, he hit the fence hard, almost catapult¬ 
ing Sweeney out of the saddle as he stumbled on landing. 
Almost stopped in his tracks, he couldn't get enough momen¬ 
tum to fight back and went down by six lengths. 

Buckler said: "He was travelling far the best and looked a 
winner all the way, but unfortunately when he hit the fence 
he lost momentum and in a two mile race you don't get a 
chance to recover. However, apart from the error he ran a very 
nice race." 

For Sweeney it added to the disappointment of not being 
aboard either of the yards winners on Friday, but he did ride 
two winners for other trainers over the weekend. 

On Saturday he rode next door neighbour Simon Burrough's 
Digital Media to victory by six lengths in the John Smith's 'No 
Nonsense Racing' Handicap Chase, and followed it up the 
next day at Ascot when he won on Ultravox for trainer Jeremy 
Scott in the David Austin Roses Juvenile Handicap Hurdle. 

Meanwhile Buckler had to settle for second at Littlewind- 
sor's point-to-point meeting on Sunday when Different 
Trades was beaten by Southwestern in the Open Race over 
three miles. 

With only Ethiopia and possibly Ready Or Not scheduled 
to run at Chepstow on Friday, attention turns to Auteuil in 
France where The Sawyer runs in the equivalent of the 
French Gold Cup trial. 

Whilst the ground will not be as wet as Buckler had hoped 
with the continent enjoying the same good weather as 
Britain, Ralph Johnson, a French racing expert believes Buck¬ 
ler's horse is among the top three in the field. With prize 
money of £220,000 Euros, Buckler could be a rich man come 
Sunday evening. 


Olympic venues linked by 
student sailing programme 

YEAR 10 students from Dorset and London are combining 
forces this week as part of a two week adventure sail train¬ 
ing programme on board the 62 foot gaff ketch, Morning 
Star of Revelation. 

The students who departed from London on Saturday are 
expected to reach the Weymouth and Portland National 
Sailing Academy (WPNSA) by Sunday for the official crew 
change, with the ketch departing again from the Academy 
the following day bound for an arrival in London on Easter 
Monday. 

Students from the Royal Manor Arts College on Portland 
and Kidbrooke School in Greenwich have been selected, and 
the voyage builds on a history of adventure sailing at the 
Royal Manor School which was developed through co-op¬ 
eration with Revive Portland and the Morning Star Trust. 
For the London based Kidbrooke School this is the first taste 
of sail training for their pupils. 

The selected passage for the sail training is of particular 
significance due to it linking two such important iconic 
sporting locations in the UK. 

The Morning Star of Revelation is currently sailing from 
the East End of London where in little under 500 days the 
Opening Ceremony for the Games will be held, to the 
WPNSA, the venue for the sailing competition at the London 
2012 Olympic Games and Paralympic Games. 

During the route that will take in the south coast of Eng¬ 
land before heading to the Jurassic coast off Weymouth and 
Portland, the crew will undergo sail training in offshore con¬ 
ditions. 

This will be a unique experience for the school pupils and 
the chance to forge new friendships with children from an¬ 
other part of the UK. 

The experience which will have a positive impact on these 
students has been made possible through the generous sup¬ 
port of the Whirlwind Trust which has funded this Exchange 
and last year's expedition. 

John Tweed, Chief Executive, WPNSA, commented: "This 
is a first class opportunity to link the academy with London 
in such a positive youth based marine training adventure. 

"We are looking forward to hosting the crew change for 
the exchange later this week and support the development 
of the Dorset and London based students sailing skills."
